Shortly after the city of Seymour 
was founded the people began to make 
preparations to educate their children 
and arrangements were made for the 
erection of a frame school building on 
the corner of Ewing and Fifth streets. 
This building was completed in 1853 
when the population of Seymour num­ 
bered but 1)24.

a s school rooms and the upper one for 
church purposes.

powerful, than in conten din g against 
a rem onstr ance.

practical. 
In this ins tance the re is not 
a thin kin g m an who does not know 
that the rem onstr ance law would pass! 
out of ex istence and the electi on legis­ 
lation stand. 
In m y jud gm en t, the p a s- ; 
sage of such proposition as embodied 
in the Dem ocratic platform would re 
j 
peal b y n ec essa ry implication the ex ­ 
isting law, but. even if that w*ere not 
true, 
it 
can not be disputed

practical effect it would w*ork the com ­ 
plete ov e r th r o w of the rem on stran ce 
legislation known as the Moore law.

FLAMES GUT OFF 
HOPE OF ESCAPE 


More Than Thirty Miners Perish 


Miserably In Oklahoma. 


FIRE DESTROYED THE SHAFT 


This Left the Entombed Miners at the 


Mercy 
of the 
Suffocating 
Fumes. 


Which Quickly Filled the Colliery 


and Not a Man Was Left to Tell the 


Tragic Tale cf Terror — Twenty-Six 


Bodies Have Been Recovered and It 


Is Believed at Least Ten More Are 


Entombed. 


McAlester, Okla., Aug 
27. — More 
than thirty miners were suffocated kr 
Hailey-Oll coal mine No. 1 at Hailey- 
ville, fourteen miles east of McAlester, 
when fire destroyed the hoisting shaft 
and airshaft and cut off air from the 
men below. 
Twenty-six dead bodies 
have been removed from the rpine, 
following a three-hours' successful bat­ 
tle with the flames. 
It is believed that 
at least ten more will be brought out. 
Twenty-five mules were suffocated and 
some of their bodies were burned. 
Explorations in the channels reveal­ 
ed that none of the men met death by 
burning, but that all of them were 
suffocated. 
It is impossible yet for the 
rescuers to get far from the base of 
the main shaft, and it probably will be 
twenty-four hours before a thorough 
search of the entire mine can be made. 
Some of the chanm Is are three-quar­ 
ters of a mile long. 
After the e n to m b e d miners had gone 
down in the cage a lire broke out, oc­ 
casioned by the Ignition of a barrel of 
oil which a miner was trying to divide. 
The flames spread at once to the hoist­ 
ing shaft and the air shaft, and all 
communication with the top was cut 
aff. 
The first indication the people on 
top of the ground had of the trouble 
was the flames and smoke coming out 
of the top of the shaft. 
Hundreds of 
miners rushed to the scene and tried 
to get into the air shaft, but this was 
Impossible, as flames and sinoke drove 
them hack. 
Then an effort was made 
to operate the cages running up and 
down the hoisting shaft, but it was 
found that the cages, the cables and 
the guides had been burned. 
There 
was absolutely no help for the impris­ 
oned miners, and before the flames 
could he subdued all hope was past.

Indiana Man in California Meets Hor­ 


rid Fate. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 27 .— After 
lying helpless under a tree near the 
ostrich farm east of the city from Sun­ 
day afternoon until Tuesday night, his 
life slowly ebbing away, while red ants 
swarmed over bis body and literally 
ate him alive, Burton B. Jarvis, aged | 
twenty-six, a contracting teamster of 
25 Chestnut street, Terre Haute, Ind., 
died last evening at the county hospi­ 
tal, whither he was taken when found 
Tuesday night. 
Jarvis was suffering from tuberculo­ 
sis and came to California two years 
ago. 
Last Sunday he left his hotel in 
the afternoon1 to go to the ostrich farm 
for a pleasure trip. 
On the way he 
became faint and walking over to a 
shade tree. Fay down. 
Instead of re­ 
covering his strength he fainted and 
did not regain consciousness until long 
after dark that night. 
For two days and nights he lay help­ 
less, with ants and other Insects tor­ 
menting him.
